Group Asking

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee has quietly shelved Sen. 
{J. W. Fulbright’s bid for an in­ 
quiry into the impact of the 
Vietnam war on the mood and 
morality of America. 
Fulbright, the Arkansas Dem­ 
ocrat who heads the committee, 
said his idea was motivated by 
the alleged massacre of South 
Vietnamese civilians 
by U.S. 
soldiers. 
Slayings Not Topic 
Fulbright said he did not pro­ 
pose an inquiry into the alleged 
slayings at My Lai itself. In­ 
stead, he said he wanted a hear­ 
ing soon on the significance of 
the incident: “What is happen­ 
ing to us as a result of toe 
w ar?” 
A committee majority indicat­ 
ed opposition to such hearings 
now. Fulbright said they may 
be proposed again after Con­ 
gress reconvenes in January. 
Sen. George D. Aiken, toe sen­ 
ior Republican member, said 
the proposal was an effort to 
see what ails toe world.

SAN DIEGO (AP) — Secre­ 
tary George Romney of the De­ 
partment of Housing and Urban 
Development said Tuesday the 
United States faces certain rev­ 
olution unless it achieves basic 
policy reforms. 
“ It’s later than we think in 
my opinion.” the former Michi­ 
gan governor told the opening 
session of the National League 
of Cities annual convention. 
“ I think we are drifting to­ 
ward the precipice . . . I think 
we face the necessity of basic 
policy reform or the certainty of 
revolution.” 
At a news conference after­ 
ward. Romney said basic con­ 
flicts in U.S. society follow eco­ 
nomic and social as well as ra­ 
cial lines but he did not elabo­ 
rate on the theme of revolution. 
However, he stressed in his 
speech the importance of the 
administration's “New Federal­ 
ism” policy, a restructuring of 
the relations between the vari­ 
ous layers of government. 
“The New Federalism may ba 
toe last chance tor state and lo­ 
cal governments in America. If 
they strangle Ona another in 
shortsighted jealousy and petty 
conflict, the pendulum, to my 
opinion, will swing toward irre­ 
versible central authority and 
domination,” he Mid.

Threat Of Raj 


Strike Slackens 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
threat of a nationwide railroad 
shutdown was eased today after 
union and industry negotiators 
were reported near a wage set­ 
tlement and had agreed to con­ 
tinue bargaining. 
“We are very close to a settle­ 
ment, I believe.” said Assistant 
Secretary of Labor W. J. Usery 
after 38 hours of nearly contin­ 
uous bargaining in the dispute 
involving 48,000 shopcraft work­ 
ers on all major U.S. railroads. 
Hie talks were recessed at 
2:30 a.m. until midafternoon to 
Cive the negotiators a rest. 
The four AFL-CIO unions in 
the dispute, who were free to 
strike at 12:01 a.m. today, said 
they would not call a walkout as 
long as progress is being made. 
The four unions—Machinists, 
Electricians. Sheet Metal Work­ 
ers and Boilermakers—original­ 
ly demanded a one-year wage 
increase of IO per cent above 
the current $3.59 per hour. 20 
cents an hour additional for ex­ 
tra skilled workers and a cost of 
living escalator clause. 
The railroads had offered a 2 
per cent increase retroactive to 
last Jan. I and 3 per cent retro­ 
active to July I. 
The talks, dragged out for 
nearly a full year under delay­ 
ing procedures of the Railway 
Labor Act including a 60-day 
strike ban invoked by President 
Nixon, 
covered 
1969 
wages. 
However. Usery said the nego­ 
tiators were trying to expand 
any agreement to two years.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Nixon Has called for a 
massive national commitment 
to end hunger and malnutrition 
and said, “The plain fact is that 
a great many Americans are 
not eating well enough to sus­ 
tain health.” 
In an address prepared for a 
White 
House 
Conference 
on 
Food, Nutrition and Health, Nix­ 
on 
urged 
support 
for three 
measures pending in Congress 
which, he said, “should virtual­ 
ly eliminate the problem of pov­ 
erty as a cause of malnutri­ 
tion.” 
One measure would put a 
floor under the income of every 
American family, supplement­ 
ing or providing incomes for 25 
million persons. 
Nixon said the meeting of ex­ 
perts in the field marks an his­ 
toric milestone and added: “It 
sets the seal of urgency on our 
national commitment to put an 
end to hunger and malnutrition 
due to poverty in America.” 
The President, who got a view 
of the angry mood of many of

scheduled keynote address, said 
the central question until now 
has been whether the nation 
would accept the problems of 
malnuristhmewt as a national re­ 
sponsibility. 
“That moment has passed,”

claim the responsibility.*

Oahu's Shoreline 
Target Of Waves; 
2 Persons Lost 
HONOLULU (AP* — A swol­ 
len surf continued to batter 
Oahu’s devastated north shore 
today where 81 homes were de­ 
stroyed or damaged by 59-foot 
breakers. Officials called it Ha­ 
waii’s worst natural disaster 
since a 1960 tidal wave. 
Authorities reported at least 
two storm-related deaths, in­ 
cluding that of a man swept out 
to sea by a monster wave. They 
said at least 15 persons had 
been injured, three seriously. 
Dangerous surf warnings re­ 
mained in an effect while hun­ 
dreds of homeless carried be­ 
longings from wrecked houses 
amid a tangle af seaweed and 
coral. 
Towering waves spawned by a 
Pacific storm 1,500 miles north­ 
west of Hawaii crashed onto a 
15-mile stretch of beach late 
Monday night, shoving homes 
from their foundations and roll­ 
ing cars about like toys. 
City engineers said the pri­ 
vate property toll would exceed 
$750,000. A survey late Tuesday 
found 25 homes demolished and 
56 heavily damaged. Thirty au­ 
tomobiles and IO boats also 
were lost.

ought to be covered up again. 
With tongue planted morally 
in 
cheek, 
Greenburg, 
best 
known for writing “How to Be a 
Jewish 
Mother,” 
recommends 
clothing naked paintings and 
statues in the interest of decen­ 
cy. And he does it, not with fig 
leaves, 
but 
with 
painted-on 
clothing. 
Greenburgh 
book, 
“Pot no- 
Graphics—The Shame of our 
Art Museums,” is a super put­ 
on which is really more of a 
takeoff. It consists of 19 repro­ 
ductions of the world’s nudest 
art works, demurely 
camou­ 
flaged beneath acetate overlays 
and cardboard cutouts in toe 
style of the original artist. 
Venus de Milo wears a toga to 
cover her armless torso. A Mo­ 
digliani nude sports a slinky red 
dress. 
Michaelangelo’s 
Adam 
and 
Eve, 
together 
with the 
snake, are attired in bright-hued 
bikinis. 
And Botticelli’s Venus sails 
along on her half-shell with 
yards more golden hair than the 
artist intended. 
All the cover-ups are remov­ 
able—to expose toe works 
au 
naturel. 
Even toe $2.95 price tag peels 
off from the book cover. 
“I used to do these in my 
spare time—as a joke,” Green- 
i burg, 33, explained in his East 
Side Manhattan duplex apart­ 
ment where the walls are deco­ 
rated with a real Campbell’s 
soup can and an empty cheese 
carton. 
“I had all these nudist maga­ 
zines, see, and I wanted to clean 
them up,” he said. “And then I 
realized there were a lot of oth­ 
er filthy pictures in the house 
and so I cleaned them up, too.” 
It began, he recalled, with a 
post card of two birds touching 


beaks. Greenburg pasted a snip 
of black tape over the point of 
beak contact. 
“He had it framed and hang­ 
ing up when I first met him,” 
explained his wife, Nora Ephron 
Greenburg, a free-lance writer 
herself. “I was glad to see he 
was 
a 
man with the right 
values.” 
From post cards and nudist 
magazines, Greenburg graduat­ 
ed to art books with high quality 
reproductions.

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Boost Exemption 


When he was representing the western Up­ 
per Peninsula in Congress in the 1950s, the late 
John B. Bennett, Ontonagon Republican, sought 
repeatedly but unsuccessfully to have the per­ 
sonal income tax exemption raised a modest 
couple of hundred dollars from the $600 figure 
that applied then — and still applies despite the 
great erosion of the dollar that inflation has 
caused in the many intervening years. 
Now’ the question of increasing the personal 
tax exemption is before Congress once again as 
the Senate debates the tax reform that has been 
demanded by so many taxpayers. 
The House already has acted on the tax 
reform package. The Senate last week voted to 
continue the income surtax at a five per cent 
rate for the first six months of 1970. The alter­ 
natives were to extend the IO per cent rate that 
President Lyndon Johnson obtained to finance 
the Vietnam war or to allow the IO per cent sur­ 
tax to expire completely as scheduled on Dec. 31. 
Tile Senate also defeated an amendment to 
the tax bill to double the personal income tax 
exemption to $1,200, but this was regarded as 
a nuisance maneuver that 
sponsored by 
those who actually oppose increasing the ex­ 
emption. 


The really serious exemption proposal is the 
one introduced by Sen. Albert Gore, Tennessee 
Democrat who has fought continuously for an 
increase in the personal exemption for the past 
IO years. His amendment, which is supported 
by Senate Majority Leader Mike Mansfield of 
Montata, would raise the exemption from $600 
to $1,000. Further support came from 173 House 
members who signed a letter to Sen. Gore back­ 
ing his proposal. 
The proposal Is being offered as a substi­ 
tute to most of the $9 billion in tax cuts pro­ 
vided in the tax reform bill passed by the House. 
This bill calls for a one percentage point reduc­ 
tion in taxes in the bottom income bracket and 
up to an eight percentage reduction in the high 
brackets. 
The administration opposes the Gore amend­ 
ment. Chief argument against it is that it would 
cost too much. More than IS million taxpayers 
would be removed from the tax rolls under this 
proposal . 
Sen. Russell B. Long. Lousiana Democrat 
who is chairman of the Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee, estimates that an increase in the per­ 
sonal exemption to just $900 per person would 
increase the eventual cost of tax reform to more 
than $12 billion a year. But Sen. Gore disagrees. 
He says his calculations show the revenue loss 
would be less than $4 billion over the next two 
years. 


One Michigan Republican who supports Sen. 
Gore’s efforts is Congressman Donald W. Riegle 
Jr. of Flint. An outspoken critic of the exixsting 
tax structure, Riegle had recommended that the 
$600 figure for each taxpayer and each of his 
dependents be increased to $1,000 in his own 
tax reform bill submitted earlier this year. House 
rules did not permit any amendments during 
floor debate on the tax reform bill, and Riegle’s 
proposal was shunted aside. 
“When I ask my constituents w h a t they 
think the greatest inequity is in our present tax 
laws, they are unanimous in pointing to the out- 
of-date $600 personal income tax exemption/' 
Riegle said. 
It is hard to believe that any congressman's 
constituents would be unanimous on any issue, 
but it is easy to believe that the majority of 
them are in favor of Increasing the personal 
exemption, just as Rep. Bennett was convinced 
that the majority of his constituents supported 
this proposal for tax reform more than a decade 
ago. 
And if that's the case, then the Democratic 
process in Congress should recognize it.

What Johnny does not know 
is that he has made the case 
for taking Latin and Greek in 
high school and college. He 
probably won’t get either, and 
I’m not so sure he needs them.

But if he is going to be a 
writer (Heaven help him) he 
needs something more than most 
of our boys and girls have been 
getting out of our schools ever 
since Dick and Jane, those mor­ 
on moppets, took over our pri­ 
mer education with their “con­ 
trolled” vocabularies.

No parents really know what 
their children are getting when 
they go to school. It took us 
some time to realize that Chris, 
who had a way with elders, 
was beguiling his teachers into 
giving him good marks without 
really being forced to stretch 
his mind. Ben needed phonics, 
but this didn’t come clear at 
once. 
With Johnny, I am more 
aware of what he is getting. 
But, of necessity, it is a prob­ 
lem of following his progress 
at one remove, listening to his 
questions and observing what 
he does to make his homework 
expressive. 
This year he has a teacher 
who is obviously no pal of Dick 
and Jane. She understands that 
words have savor as well as 
meaning. In an age in which 
speed reading is encouraged she 
seems to be an advocate of 
slowing things down, letting 
alliteration work its magic. 
You can, of course, take in a 
Kipling 
sentence 
about 
the 
“great, green, greasy Limpopo 
River” at a glance. “Look-say” 
would have it that way. But to 
get the full delight of it you 
have to let it emerge from the 
back of your mouth in a series 
of truncated growls. Johnny has 
been trying to imitate the Kip­ 
ling touch in parodies that, to 
tell the truth, aren’t particular­ 
ly notable. But it doesn’t ma- 
er that, at the age of eleven, he 
isn’t Kipling; what does matter 
to that he is coming to see that 
writing must have musicality 
as well as meaning, poetry as 
well aa portent. 
His teacher has saved him 
from the awful fate of becom­ 
ing a Marshall McLuhan mod­ 
ern, ready to dissolve into the 
television set.

The larger problem looms: 
how is Johnny to be saved from 
what passes for higher educa­ 
tion in this country? On every 
side we are hearing that our 
present college students are “the 
smartest and brightest we have 
ever had.” And the further to 
the Left they go. the brighter 
they are supposed to be.

friend James Burnham’s ac­ 
count of a visit he made to 
Berkeley, Calif., where “a bril­ 
liant young instructor” told him 
that the campus New Left lead­ 
ers “are drawn from the best 
and brightest.”

Why 
is it “bright” to think that tax- 
pawers will continue to sub­ 
sidize students who bum the 
buildings that the taxpayers 
provide for them? 
Richard Nixon has been up­ 
braided for cutting himself off 
from the “leaders of the future” 
by his decision to ignore “the 
kids.” But not all the “kids” are 
New Left, and lf one would 
learn where the “leaders of the 
future” are to be recruited he 
could do no better than to read 
Ralph de Toledano’s biography 
of Nixon himself, “One Man 
Alone.” 
Nixon w-ent to a small col­ 
lege, Whittler, and a southern 
law school, Duke, both of them 
far away from the fashionable 
university world of the Thirties. 


The “leaders of the future” will 
come from the Whittlers and 
the Dukes, not from the Ber­ 
keleys. 
No matter how you twist the 
meanings of the words “smart” 
and “brilliant,” you can’t make 
it seem intelligent to man­ 
handle deans, or to burn build­ 
ings, 
or to substitute 
force 
mapeure (down with ROTC) 
for free choice. 
For my money, the New Left 
on the campus is the stupidest 
manifestation of a dishevelled 
age. It is bound to pass, for it 
rests on fashion, not on truth.

Training Plan 


LANSING (AP)—A statewide 
occupational training 
program 
—paid for by a I per cent tax 
on utilities—has been proposed 
by a Democratic state senator. 
Sen. James Gray of Warren, 
chairman of a special subcom­ 
mittee which spent much of 
of the summer studying voca­ 
tional education, introduced two 
bills implementing his proposals 
Tuesday. S e n a t e 
Education 
Chairman Anthemy Stamm, R- 
Kaiamazoo, 
also 
signed 
the 
bills. 
Gray said the tax measure to 
finance the secondary level pro­ 
gram would bring in an estim- 
mated $50 million annually. 
The bills, he said, were need­ 
ed “more than anything else” 
during the current education- 
oriented legislative session. He 
expressed hopes they would be 
passed before Christmas. 
“At this moment, 
we have 
frighteningly little to be proud 
of in our occupational education 
offerings in our schools,” he 
said. “It is an insult to our in­ 
tegrity, it is degrading to the 
students who attend our schools. 
“ People have developed an 
attitude of academic snobbery 
that says ‘college or failure,’ " 
Gray continued. “Really we're 
failing the majority af students 
by not providing occupational 
training.” 
One bill would set up a bu­ 
reau of occupational training 
within the State Education De­ 
partment. 
It provides for the state to be 
divided 
into 
IO 
occupational 
training regions, ©ach with a 
nine-m em ber board named on a 
“ one-student, one-vote” concept 
bv local boards. 
Regional boards would name 
their own directors, who in turn 
would serve on a 21-member 
state advisory council on occu­ 
pational training. That council 
also would include ll persons 
named' by the state boaid of 
education.

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Milliken Wants To 
Swat Litterbug Good 


LANSING CAP'—Delegates to 
a conference on waste have 
been told that the litterbug is 
a threat to even the most effec­ 
tive disposal programs. 
In remarks at the governor’s 
conference on solid waste man­ 
agement. Michigan Gov. Wil­ 
liam Milliken said Tuesday “it’s 
entirely possible that we could 
develop effective programs for 
the disposal of waste bv local 
governments and industry, only 
to lose the war to the guerillas— 
the private citizen who belongs 
to that unorganized army of 
litterbugs.” 
Milliken said tough laws are 
needed for the litterbug, “the 
private desecrator who kicks 
b e a u ty in the face while no one 
is looking.” He referred to such 
tactics as “a host of empty beer 
cans dropped from a car at 
night, a pile of trash secretly 
removed from the garbage and 
dumped at some beautiful road­ 
side.” 
The governor said “we must { 
make it as unpopular to abuse 
our environment as it is to 
abuse animals.” 
“How this civilization man­ 
ages its waste,” Milliken said, 
“or whether it manages it at 
all, is going to affect the life , 
style of many generations 
to 
come. We have the choice now’ 
of cleaning up the messes we j 
have created or sitting by idly 
while they engulf us.” 
Another 
speaker 
said 
that j 
while government involvement I 
in waste disposal problems is | 
necessary, the ultimate solution 
lies in the hands 
of 
private 
industry. 
Harry Kletter, president of 
Industrial Services of America, 
Inc., said the few companies in 
the solid waste disposal area 
“already 
have 
proven 
their 
capacity to turn mountains of 
trash 
into 
molehills 
through 
compaction, recycling and land­ 
fill operation.”

He described recycling as pro­ 
cessing solid waste to retrieve 
i certain materials and putveriz- 
I ing unusuable substances 
for 
j landfill. 
Kletter said there are good 
I prospects 
fen- 
breakthroughs 
leading to the use of solid wastes 
as construction materials, but 
that meantime “nonincmeration 
i methods of disposal such as 
landfills remain the best means 
of combatting land pollution and 
disposing of solid waste.” 
Joseph A. Parisi

Townships Association, said the j 
financing of sanitary landfills is 
I “killing us.” 
He said townships should join 
with 
each other in operating 
commem land fills if they cannot 
afford their own.

I opinion to sanction Bible study 
as long as it is for the purpose 
of general education and not 
; for persuasion or indoctrination. 
Despite this clear authority, 
most 
school 
.systems

aism and Christianity are his­ 
torical religions of significance 
to school subjects such as his­ 
tory and literature. 
The many religious creeds 
I that children bring with them 
to school, says Hunt, can cause 
distractions and disputes or can 
I spark opportunities for growth 
in knowledge and better under­ 
standing of others with whom 
the students will live and work. 
He admits that it may be dif­ 
ficult for a teacher to present 
I religious materials as intellec- 
j tual facts without a hint of 
j bias or prejudice, but maintains 
that the student is entitled to 
the full range of information 
appropriate to the subject mat­ 
ter and his level of maturity.
